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Aggression Aga inst Pa lestine 
■Strife In Palestine must b e considered under two 
headings—strife of internal and external origin. 
There is perhapa nothing that could stop the form­ 
er, except resumption of the British occupation. 
Hatreds run so deep that when the Brttlah occupation 
held them In only tenuous cheek, and the British have 
withdrawn. 
* 
But there is something that could stop strife of 
external origin. 
The hostile territories surrounding 
Palestine could b e warned that if they continue to 
furnish troops and supplies for use against the Jaws 
in Palestine, the governments they rely on for income 
will put duty ab ove expediency . 
Specifically , they could b e warned that there are 
more important things in International relations than 
crude oil; that a war of aggression against the new 
state of Israel isn’t worth all the oil in the Near Bast. 
It would b e, temporarily a t least, a sacrifice b ut the 
kind of sacrifice that devotion to peace demands. Ap­ 
peasement in the Near Bast, for the sake of petroleum, 
appeasement any where else. 


Unions a nd Infla tion 
Reply ing to the Ford Motor Co’s announcement that 
it seeks lower wage rates and is unwilling to grant 
further increases demanded b y United Auto Workers, 
spokesmen for the latter say they 'll withdraw all de­ 
mands if the company will b ring ab out a sub stantial 
rollb ack in the cost of living. 
Unfortunately , the Ford Co. can’t do that. It was 
one of the first manufacturers to try to reduce the 
price of Its products, b ut the reduction didn’t stick. 
Continued increases in cost of production fore« ! it 
gnd all other auto manufacturers to raise prices. 
The only way to b ring ab out a rollb ack in the 
cost of living is b y cooperation, starting with the pow­ 
erful lab or unions that dictate the level of wage rates 
Wages are the main factor In determining prices. 
There can b e no price stab ilisation and certainly no 
price reduction while wages are rising, unless the rise 
ij offset b y more efficient production. 
Union leaders and management share the same 
prob lem. 
It is how to produce things at a price the 
pub lic can pay . 
The pub lic, of course, includes the 
same union memb ers who complain ab out high price 
y et help to make them higher b y asking for still fur­ 
ther inflation in wage rates. 
If the Ford Co. and its union could get together— 
il they could agree to stab ilise wage rates—that would 
b e a long step forward. The alternative is more in­ 
flation for them, more inflation for every b ody . 


on, that they would not otherwise have until the b ill 
was delivered fro its vacuum of secrecy . 
But, most of ail, this b ill of }« r. Hoffman’s, if 
passed, would set a dangerous precedent of conceal­ 
ment that is out of place in a democracy . Every Con­ 
gress, unfortunately , seems to have Its share of stupid, 
b igoted, and “kept" memb ers. 
This power of censor­ 
ship would apply to them, if enough were on one com­ 
mittee to exercise it, as well as to the responsib le 
statesmen. 
The memb ers of Congress are elected b y the people 
to make laws for the conduct of the people’s govern­ 
ment. They are engaged in the pub lic b usiness and, 
with a few exceptions, should operate pub licly . When 
th eir activities In time of peaee concern the national 
security —as perhaps in the field of atomic energy — 
we think that the press can b e trusted to safeguard 
that security . 
“The press,” say s Mr. Hoffmip, "has no all-inclusive 
right and privilege of disclosing information that is 
detrimental to the country .” It might b e answered 
that Congress has no all-inclusive right and privilege 
to withhold information from the country a t the 
caprice of some of its memb ers. 
We trust that the whole House will make short 
work of Mr. Hoffman's would-b e legal sanction of 
further secrecy and irresponsib ility in government.

One disease can Imitate an­ 
other so perfectly as to “fool the 
experts,” unless a very thorough 
examination Is made. 
One of these traditional "foolers" 
is a b owel disorder due to what are 
known as diverticula, which can, on 
occasion, duplicate either the sy mp­ 
toms of 
gallstones or 
those 
of 
stomach ulcer. 
Walls Become Weakened 
Sometimes the walls of the first 
part of the b owel known as the duo­ 
denum b ecome weakened and, as a 
result a little out-pouching occurs, 
such as may develop in a weak spot 
in an automob ile tire. 
These out-pouchings are called 
diverticula. 
Such diverticula may b e present 
without causing sy mptoms. How­ 
ever, in most cases, they do cause 


such as the use of a b land diet, the 
giving of mineral oil, and ly ing on 
the side after meals, are carried out. 
The b land diet is one which contains 
no highly -seasoned or b ulky foods. 
Diverticulitis 
is usually not 
a 
serious disorder, b ut when diag­ 
nosed it 
should 
receive 
prompt 
treatm ent along accepted lines.

himself, 
perhaps the youngest man—only 34 
-ever to represent a major power 
here. 
He replaced 
the 
veteran 
and 
friendly Maxim Litvinoff, and some 
observers at the time saw in his 
»ppointment a cooling off of the So­ 
viet union's relations toward the 
western powers. Little 
has 
hap­ 
pened since to dispel that belief. 
Diligent and aloof, "The Grom" 
became a standout attraction of the 
United Nations sessions after he 
took his famous walk during the 
Security Council's deliberation 
of 
the Iranian problem 
The first question nine out of 
10 visitors to Lake Success asked 
was: 
-Can we see Gromyko?" 
And they also came to ask: 
“Will he give a veto today?” 
It was always an occasion when 
he said no. Sometimes he did it 
with a clipped "nyet." Sometimes 
he did it with a 40-minute address, 
delivered either in English or Rus­ 
sian, in a deep, bear-bass voice rum­ 
bling with a tone of ancient wrong. 
' Society matrons and bobby-sox­ 
ers waylaid him in the corridors to 
get his autograph. These attentions 
*t first annoyed than 
began 
to 
»muse him—and at the same time 
vexed a number of delegates from 
other countries. 


GROMYKOs taciturnity thawed 
somewhat outside the Council hall, 
but there was no relaxation of his 


iron mood in debate. His vetoes con­ 
tinued. 
Suspicious and often critical of 
the American press, Gromyko now 
and then has joked with newsmen 
assigned to the United Nations, 
Once, after he had declined com­ 
ment on several questions, a re­ 
porter said lightly: 
“Well, Mr Gromyko, maybe you 
can answer this. Where can I get 
some Vodka?” 
Gromyko, 
who 
drinks 
scotch 
and soda himself, smiled and said: 
“in Brooklyn there is very good 
Vodka." 
The Soviet deputy foreign min­ 
ister has lived well here. He has 
living quarters in a swank apart­ 
ment house in Manhattan’s upper 
east side and also a 40-acre man­ 
sion in Lopg Island taken over by 
the Russian delegation.

Twain and also has become some­ 
thing of an American movie fan. 
His favorite film: 
Gone With The Wind," 


DAMASCUS

In lan d steel ha* been ordered by 
the Nation al Labor Relation s board 
to bargain with the Steelworkers on 
pen sion s if the un ion 's officers com­ 
piled with the Taft-Hartley act’s 
requiremen t an d filed n on -Commun ­ 
ist affidavits by today. 
The un ion 's executive board was 
han ded the question by n early 3,200 
con ven tion delegates last week after 
Murray urged a court test of the 
con stitution ality of the law. The 
board Is n ot scheduled to meet 
again un til n ext mon th. 
Un ion Coun sel Arthur Ooldberg 
said that the In lan d case could n ot 
be used as a test If the un ion com­ 
piled with the law. 
Murray, who also heads the n a­ 
tion al CIO, has called his refusal 
to sign an affidavit "a matter of 
prin ciple.” 
The un ion ’s stan d directly In ­ 
volves the pay en velopes of $928 ,000 
Steelworker members. 
Murray told the con ven tion that 
the n ation ’s major basic steel com­ 
pan ies have n otified him that they 
do n ot in ten d to n egotiate n ew wage 
agreemen ts when presen t con tracts 
expire un less n on -Commun lst af­ 
fidavit» are sign ed. 
Most of the Un ion ’* 1,883 con ­ 
tracts are two-year agreemen ts witn 
n o-trike clauses which run un til 
April 30. 1949.

Biggest blow to the In dustry’s ef­ 
fort to get back In to high volume 
output was the CIO Un ited Auto 
Workers’ strike In Chrysler car an d 
truck factories. At the same time 
materials shortages limited assem­ 
blies In other plan ts throughout the 
coun try. 
The trade paper automotive n ews 
figured this week's output at 5 1,5 09 
passen ger cars an d 26,990 trucks. 
Last week the paper estimated Un i­ 
ted States production at 5 1417 cars 
an d 28 ,405 trucks. Ward’s automotive 
reports estimated this week’s as­ 
semblies at 5 1,630 cars an d 26,8 25 
trucks compared with 5 1,279 cars 
an d 28 ,5 06 trucks In the precedin g 


Got On e Day In 
Chrysler got in a sin gle day’s pro­ 
duction before its hourly rated work­ 
ers left their jobs on Wedn esday. Its 
Plymouth division , closed for more 
than a week because of materials 
troubles, reopen ed on Tuesday. Sim­ 
ilarly, Chrysler’s Dodge, De Soto 
an d Chrysler division s, down on 
Mon day while stockpiles were bein g 
rebuilt, got some production Tuesday 
before Its workers walked out. 
Mean while Ford man aged to step 
up its n ew model output an d Gen er­ 
al Motors with Chevrolet back after 
a week’s shutdown , con tributed sub­ 
stan tially to the week’s assemblies. 
Gen eral Motors' Buick, Oldsmoblle 
an d Pon tiac bran ches outside of 
Michigan were closed this week, but 
are scheduled to reopen n ext Mon ­ 
day. 
With the resumption of these 
bran ch plan ts GM will have all its 
car an d truck un its back in opera­ 
tion . The series of on e-week lay­ 
offs spread over n early a mon th are 
estimated to have cost some 200.000 
workers more than $12,000,000 In 
wages. GM probably lost more than 
35 ,000 un its of production . 
The car makers con tin ue to take a 
somewhat mixed view of their ma­ 
terials outlook. Some man ufactur­ 
ers look for a sizeable Improvemen t 
in sheet steel receipts durin g the 
latter half of the year. There are 
Just as man y, however, who say 
there Is n othin g in the sheet steel 
prospect right n ow to justify an y ex­ 
pectation of a record-breakin g pas­ 
sen ger car output from July to De­ 
cember. 
Ford with production down for 
more than a mon th durin g the model 
chan ge-over, has been aide to build 


up a substan tial sheet steel stock­ 
pile. If en ough steel becomes availa­ 
ble it can greatly in crease produc­ 
tion between n ow an d the year en d. 
Stops Supply Houses 
The strike forced Chrysler to issue 
stop orders on deliveries by its ven ­ 
dors However, it took steps to see 
that it lost n on e of the materials 
thus held up. 
A lot of steel an d other materials 
poured in to the various Gen eral 
Motors foun dries an d body-makin g 
plan ts durin g their on e- week shut­ 
down s. How heavy these receipts 
were will be disclosed when the pro­ 
duction of cars an d trucks in the 
various GM factories is totalled up 
for n ext week. 
With the possible exception of on e 
or two smaller-volume producers the 
en tire car in dustry is operatin g at 
con siderably below Capacity. This 
goes for both Ford an d GM an d 
also for the volume Chrysler reached 
before the strike. 
With adequate supplies of sheet 
steel the car factories could yet step 
up production to the level n eeded 
to brin g the year’s total above the 
4,8 00,000 un it output of 1947. Those 
in dustry executives who still clin g 
to this hope say several steel usin g 
in dustries are begin n in g to catch 
up with their un filled orders. 
It may develop also, that Euro­ 
pean relief will n ot take n early as 
much sheet steel as has been In di­ 
cated.
